Our  preachers  have  alfo  in  thofe  iflands  a  large 
number  of  Catechumtns^  or  perfons  under  injiruffton 
for  baptifm,  who  are  not  accounted  members  of 
our   focicty..    Our  infant-work   in   Nova  Scotia 
profpers  alfo  much :  we  have  about  fix  hundred 
(chiefly  whites)  in  fociety,  who  maintain  the  few 
preachers  we  have  there  at  prefcnt.     In  Newfound- 
land we  proceed  but  flowly.     Our  great  harveft 
in  the  ^ritifh  dominions  in  America,  is  in  the 
Weft  India  iflands,  which  contain,  according  to 
the  exadleft  computation  that  has  been  made,  not 
lefs  than  half  a  million  of  negroes,  who  fcem  to 
be  all  ready  to  receive  the  gofpel.     There  the 
fields  are  ripe  indeed:  but  for  fomc  year*  the  ex- 
pence  will  be  very  great,  efpccially  in  fupporting 
-the  mtffion  amoggthe  poor  €wribbszt  St.P^nnnfsT^
